headquarters but gfamM Is© sufficiently trained to supervise the pers- 
working in the sewage disposal plant, the laundry and the ereaa- 
tcBy, and to be able to recognise any breaks in technique at these 
point©, The©© breaks in technique oa the part of personnel working in 
these areas, as well a© problems of disposal, etc*, should be reported ■ 
to the health physicist at the earliest possible aasaaaat*. 

It 1# estimated that a total of 100 arsons working In the laundry, 
decontamination room, c' emtory, and awwaga disposal, plant would b© ade- 
quate, The problem of workers reading their daily toleranoe doso while 
working with esposto*© to radioactive isotopes can beat- be solved by work- 
lag in shifts* The length of their shifts will best be determined by the 
health physic! •st and medical officer, when the daily coeago of exposure 
has been computed with certain rad’ ©active Isotopes! a worker can be ex- 
posed for only e few minutes a day and in other instances lie can work for 
a few hours with certain other isotope©, 

Tb# medical and radiation equipment in this decontamination center 
will serve to support itself a© wall as supporting the- five peripheral 
collecting points In case of an unprouicted loos of personnel and equip- 
ment at any of these points. 

It would be appreciated by this office if consultation could be 
obtained from any other office in the Agency for the construction of 

(1) a decontamination shower tom for personnel and 
equipment, 

(2) a sewage disposal plant for contaminated waste* 

0! the contraction of a laundry for decontamination of 

clothing 

(4) the construction of a croisatory for disposal of Items 
which are considered expendable, 

the actual bod space for casualties, as previously described, will 
be used for the treatment of personnel who demonstrate evidence of bums, 
chock, radiation sickness, etc. This smee would be weed for thie treat- 
sent in the event that civilian facilities are overcrowded or such cases 
are miasod la the survey. 
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
